The investigation is timely. Dissatisfaction with hap- 
hazard, inadequate liquor control and with relatively free 
exploitation of the liquor market is gradually but percept- 





ibly rising in the United States. The premises on which 
the A. A. A. S. special council will proceed inelude the as- 
siimption that national prohibition was not successful since 


it did not wholly prevent the sale and use of aleoholie bev- 


erages. But another premise is that ‘‘Repeal has not been 
successful. Excesses and abuses are evident to all.’’ The 
A. A. A. S. announcement points out: 

Aleoholic beverages when used unwisely have 


caused inefficieney, disease and death. At least two 
specific evils are recognized both by the ‘‘wets’’ and 
the ‘‘drys."’ These are alcoholism and highway ac- 
cidents due to the use of alcohol.

Mrs. Earl H. John 
gon, commissioner of Girl Scouts in the Chaffey district, re- 
ports that the greatest number of Girl Seouts in the district 
are between the ages of ten and fourteen—the same being true 
of the nation as a whole. The fastest growing group in this 
district, however, is the Senior Girl Seouts—composed of girls 
from fourteen to eighteen years old—who are offering activ- 
ities especially suited to girls of their age.

PLANT BULBS NOW 


Remember that October is the 
best month for planting many 
bulbs. Ranunculus and anemone 
and daffodils should be in the 
ground as soon as possible to in- 
sure early blooming next spring. 

Unless manure has been com- 
pletely composted before using, it 
will cause the bulbs to rot. For 
this reason, most bulb enthusiasts 
like to play safe and use bone 
meal. Bone meal can be mixed 
right into the soil with no danger 
of burning the bulbs. It is high 
in phosphorus content, which ele- 
ment promotes large flowers and 
stimulates healthy root growth. 


TULIPS 

Tulips being such a formal type 
of flower, usually look best if 
planted in groups of the same 
color rather than in mixed beds. 
They also show up better when 
clustered together instead of being 
stretched out in long narrow lines. 
The soil should be well drained. 
If your soil is too heavy the ad-
